Information Disclosure Statement 

The IDS filed 1/13/2009 has been considered by the Examiner 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 36, 38-69 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for the allowance of claims 36, 38-61 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of a controller for controlling at least the gas supplying means to operate in at 
least two modes, including: a degassing mode wherein the pressure in the container is 
at a degassing pressure and wherein the gas supplying means is controlled to supply 
the gas at a pressure above the degassing pressure to bubble through the ink; and an 
ink supplying mode wherein the pressure in the container is at an ink delivery pressure. 
It is this limitation found in each of the claims, as it is claimed in the combination, that 
has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these 
claims allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 62-69 is the inclusion of the 
method step of controlling the inkjet device between two modes of operation, including: 
a degassing mode, in which the pressure in the container is at a degassing pressure 
and gas is supplied by gas supplying means at a pressure above the degassing 
pressure to bubble through the ink in the container; and an ink supplying mode, in which 
the pressure in the container is at an ink delivery pressure when the device is supplying 
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ink to the print head. It is this step found in each of the claims, as it is claimed in the 
combination, that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record 
which makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
